provement is almost incredible. 

Great bunches of muscle, with unlimited 
confidence and a cool head, are the quali- 
fications which have enabled Sharkey to 
fight hig way to the front rank of heavy- 
weight pugilists and no one, not even Mc- 
Coy, who suffered defeat at his hands 
tonight, denies the full measure of praise 
“that ts due to the Irishman. 

McCoy’s marvelous foot work and that 
long left jab with which he has put so 
many of his opponents to slieep are two 
factors in his make-up that must always 

ppeal to lovers of fistic art. He used 
every artifice known to the advanced 
school of pugilism in his contest tonight 
and his defeat must not be attributed to 
any lack of close study on his part of every 
trick in the boxing game. 

Many of his friends feel tonight that he 
ought to have gone up against smaller 


game than Sharkey. 

When McCoy sent Sharkey twice to the 
floor in the third .round tonight, no one 
doubted. the Kid’s ability to hit hard, and 
many thought that he ‘had Sharkey at his 
mercy. This idéa was soon dispelied when

Great Crowd at the Club Eariy. 

When the doors of the Lenox Athietic 
Club were thrown open tonight the en- 
trance was well guarded by pojicemen.

It is not upon the treaty of peace, for 
that could not properly be discussed in 
open senate; it is all ostensibly upon 
resolutions declaring in effect that to 
hold colonial possessions is against the 
genius of this government, but in real- 
ity the meaning of the treaty of peace 
is the.topic discussed, 

While Senator Hoar’s speech can prop- 
erly be said to have precipitated this 
maelstrom of territorial and constitutional 
discussion, it was not the first on the sub- 
ject. Some days ago Senator Platt, of 
Connecticut, gave us his views and last 
week Senator Caffery, of. Louisiana, suc- 


ceeded in clearing the senate galleries and 


floor with the promptness that is charac- 
teristic of his oratorical efforts. Neither 
of these speeches, however, attracted much 
attention, though both were able efforts. 
The announcement that Senator Hoar was 
to speak brought crowded galleries, and 
there was as much interest, apparently, 
in the discussion as there would have been 
if it were going to bring immediate re- 
sults. 
Fighting Men of Straw. 

So far, however, the discussion has been 
distinctly disappointing to one whose only 
purpose is to get at the right and the 
practical way to meet the problems which 
present Bhemsélves as the result of the 
war with Spain. The trouble with most 
of those who have undertaken to argue 
against what they call either ‘‘expansion”’ 
or “imperialism” is that they are not alto- 
gether honest. They mean all right; they 
are perfectly and sincerely honest, and 
theoretically their position is unassailable. 
I mean by that their presentation of the 
meaning of the constitution and of the 
declaration of independence—I am speaking 
particularly of Senator Hoar’s speech—is 
undoubtedly correct; but where they fail 
is in imputing to those who take a con- 
trary view on the “expansion’’ question 
a lot of uiterior motives, 

When they allege that the position of 
their opponents means that the govern- 
ment is going into the land-grabbing busi- 
ness simply for the sake of owning and 
controlling territories or colonies in dif- 
ferent parts of the world, they are cer- 
tainly unfair and unjust to the great ma- 
jority of those who differ with them. When 
they cry out that this contrary opinion 
means a “lust for empire’ they are cer- 
tainly unfair to the vast majority of those 
who, without regard to political affillations, 
belleve in meeting the problems which pre- 
sent themselves in a practical, business- 
like way. 

Few Favor Permanent Retention. 

There are very few people in public life, 
or out of it, who are in favor of the perma- 
nent retention of the Philippines. There are 
some, it is true; but the great majority of 
those who would vote in favor of the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty and of carrying 
out the principle set forth in that treaty 
tre not animated at all by any desire that 
the government hold lands just for the 
holding, or that it go into the colonial busi- 
ness. They look at the question from the 
standpoint of practical men and they be- 
lieve that providence or fate or something 
has thrown~the Philippine islands into the 
hands of this government for the ultimate 
good of the inhabitants of those islands. 
They see no other way out of it than for 
this government to control the destinies of 
those islands for the present, planting there 
seed which will in the end result in not only 
an independent government, but in one 
which is free and enlightened according to 
the standards of Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

The critics have put up @ man of straw 


and continue to hit at it. Of course the. 


problem is a grave one, every body realizes 
that. Nine men out of every ten—perhaps 
that many—are sorry that it has been pre- 
sented, but they do not take an altogether 
hopeless view of the situation. They be- 
lieve that the government of these United 
States, “acting for the people, will stand for 
the principles af the declaration of inde- 
pendence and the constitution wherever 
the stars and ¢tripes may fiy. 
Any Faith in Civilization? : 
A very few men have had the nerve to 
say that Dewey didn’t Know his business 
and. that he ought to have sailed out of

ing the Spanish fleet. If the truth were

known, I think it would be found that 
these same men were the loudest in prais- 
ing Dewey for cutting that cable and mak- 
ing a complete job of, it down there at 
Manila: but now they think he did wrong. 
Some of these say that the proper solution 
of the present complication would be to 
Withdraw the Americ army and the 
American fleet, and leav@ it to the Filipinos 


to work out their own Salvation. This may .

be all right in. theory, but -it ms t 
imply very little faith in our standard of 
Civilization; ‘for if we @o not believe that 
the people of the United States, through 
their government, are b@tter able to start 
those people on the roa@ to a government 
which will in reality be free and independ- 
ent, than they are themselves, we have 
little faith in our government or our people. 

There are a few of these people who 
would have the governmedit simply throw 
up its hands and leave the Filipinos to their 
fate; on the other hanfl there are a few 
people who are inspired by a spirit of. ag- 
gression pure and sim and who believe 
that we ought to hold the Philippines and 
Cuba as a part of American territory and 
enter permanently upon a colonial sys- 
tem. 


How the Majority Stands. 

Happily the men in each of these ex- 
tremes are few.» The great majority of the 
men in public life, Hke the great majority 
of the people of the country, believe that 
we should maintain toward the Philippines 
practically the same policy that we main- 
tain toward Cuba.

Safe Place in a Storm, 


“It is easy to drift with the tide,” began 
Mr. Mason, ‘‘but it is not always safe. It 
is pleasant to remain in the harbor when 
the storm is on, but sometimes t‘he storm 
within the inner conscience is more dan- 
gerous to peace ot mind than the storm 
without the harbor is to human life. 

‘“Phe simple resolution I have introduced 
has nothing necessarily to do with any 
treaty, so far as I am informed, or do I 
intend to speak of any proposed treaty. 

“The resolution I present does not in- 
volve a question of law, but is a question 
as to the future policy of this republic. My 
resolution recites the declaration of inde- 
pendence. I do not apologize for the reso- 
lution, I regret its necessity. 

I agree that you can, as Lincoln said, 
in the long run, trust the people. I am 
willing to trust the people, and I want 
the people to hear both sides of the case 
before tthe verdict is rendered. ee 
“Distinguished editors and statesmen say 

the republican party favors governing cer- 
tain nations without the consent of its 
people. Who dares speak in advance for 
the party that spéaks only in its conven- 
tion. That party sprang like a young giant 
from the womb of conscience and made its 
first fight for human liberty. I have never 
bowed to the storm of expediency, and if 
I may be allowed to prophecy, I predict 
that if the delegates will go in again, the 
rafters will ring again and again when 
they demand the same independence for 
the citizens of the Philippines as they did 
two years ago for Cuba. 

“Do you say I am speaking for the Phil- 
ippines? Yes, one word for them and two 
for ourselves. A black man said to a 6en- 
ator the other day: ‘I thank you for speak- 
ing of my race,’ and the senator replied: 
‘I am speaking one word for your race and 
two for my own. Nothing ever dwarfed 
the white race so much as stopping for a 
hundred years to keep the black man down.’ 
I may appear to speak one word for the 
Philippines but two for my own people 
when I plead for the broad manhood of 
the man who wrote ‘all just powers of the 
government are derived from the consent 
of the governed.’ 

We ought to begin to learn the inex- 
orable law of compensation. You can- 
not govern the Philippines without tax- 
ing them, you have not yet their con- 
sent, and the proposition of taxation 
without representation is made again. 
Lookout for tea parties—those little 
semi-social functions are likely to break 
out even there, for ‘Hail Columbia’ and 
‘Yankee Doodle’ have been heard in the 
archipelago. 
“We may talk of it as we please, but 

there is nothing that satisfies the human 
minds in an enlightened age, until man is 
governed by ‘his own country and the in- 
stitution of his own government. No matter 
how easy may be the yoke of a foreign 
power: no matter how lightly it is upon 
his shoulders: if {t is not imposed by the 
voice of his own nation and of his own 
country he will not, he cannot, and he 
means not to be happy under its burden. 
Will Act for Them. 

“We're now asked to say to the citizena 
of the Philippine islands: ‘You poor, ig- 
norant creatures, you cant govern your- 
selves: we will extend our commerce and 
we will do it for you. You don’t know how 
to tax yourselves, and in order that we 
may continue to exercise our Christian 
duty to you, we will prevent your exercis- 
ing sovereignty. We will exercise that 
function ourselves.’ 

“Mr... President, they will never learn to 
govern themselves. while we govern them. 
There ts no such thing as teaching the art 
of self government!

Dreyfus Affair Has Entered Upon 
ts Gitterest Chapter,

Paris, January 10.—The Dreyfus affair 
has now entered one of its bitterest chap- 
ters. Accusations, vituperations and threats 
are raging in the cafes and among the 
scores Of boulevard sheets, many of which 
have found their sole reason for existence 
for months past in the unhappy strife they 
foment. 

It is regarded by impartial observers as 
the most dangerous factor to the institu- 
tions of the republic the affair has yet de- 
veloped that the president of the chambers 
of the court of cassation should assume the 
role of leader of the agitation against the 
tribunal, declaring that sixteen of his col- 
leagues are conspiring to defeat the ends of 
justice. . 


The method he employs of appealing 
to the populace through the newspapers 
in the eyes of the most conservative ag- 
eg gia his course by its lack of dig- 
nity. 


It is evident that he, belleving that the 
court of cassation will decide in favor 
of Dreyfus, intends to divest the decision 


) of all weight by impeaching its fairness in 


advance, and he seems likely to succeed, so 
far as the anti-Dreyfusards, many of whom 
have hitherto respected the court, but are 
eager to find excuses for discrediting it, 
®encerned. 


ne opinion is gaining ground that the 
hents of the republic may find in 
this man, M. Quesnay de Béaurepalire, a 
leader, the lack of which hitherto has 


y ,been the chief guarantee of the continu- 


‘ance of the present regime. 

M. Beaurepaire today contributes to the 
papers another rhetorical denunciation of 
the court of cassation. He exhorts the 
government to take the Dreyfus case from 
the hands of the criminal chamber and to 
entrust it to the forty-nine magistrates 
composing the whole court or to five of 
tine oldest justices. He appeals to the 
Dreyfusardads: 

Repudiate M. Loew and® the others 
who serve you too well not to serve 
, you badly. Accept instead magistrates 


without preconceived opinions, men 
who are honest and slaves of the law. 


The gist of M. de Beaurepatire’s charges 
is that M. Bard and M. Loew conferred 
with Colonel Picquart privately in an ante- 
room and also instructed the clerk of the 
court to express to him the court’s regret 
at having kept him waiting and being un- 
able to hear him that day, which the clerk 
refused to do, requesting a messenger to 
take Colonel Picquart a glass of wine. 

The Matin asserts that when General 
Billot, former minister of war, was before 
the court, drink was offered him also. To 
such trifles- thas the strife descended... The 
papers theatedly affirm and deny the state- 
ments as to Billot, who has been appealed 
to to settle the matter, but he refuses to

FILIPINOS BREAK OFF RELATIONS 


Censul Wildman Is Requested To Re- 
turn $47,000 Left with Him. 
Hong Kong, January 10.—The Filipino 
committee here has broken off all rela- 
tions with the United States consul, 

Rounsevello Wildman. 

The committee today issued a writ in 
the supreme court to recover the sum of 
$47,000 which the Filipinos claim to have 
deposited with Mr. Wtldman, as treasurer 
of the Filipinos independence funds, in 
Juneé last. 

The members of the committee further 
allege that sensational disclosures are 
probable showing they add that the 
American government recognized the Fili- 
pinos as beiligerents by affording them 
assistance in arms and mora] influence to 
co-operate against Spain, thus indorsing 
the agreement made with Aguinaldo at 
Singapore in April.

PRESENT MINISTRY HOLDS ON. 


Sagasta Declares There Is No Cabinet 
Crisis in Existence. 

Madrid, January 10.—The premier, Senor 
Sagasta, had an hour’s audience with the 
queen regent today and afterwards an 
nounced that there was no cabinet crisis; 
that he would not submit a vote of confi- 
dence, and that he believed the present 
ministry would present itself to parliament. 

Senor Sagasta’s statement has caused 
much excitement in political circles, where 
it had been believed that a cabinet crisis 
was inevitable. It is not yet clear whether 
the crisis is merely deferred until after the 
next cabinet meeting or whether Senor 
Sagasta thas succeeded in getting certain 
colleagues to reconsider their resignations. 

Several dissident conversatives, including 
Senor Castellanos, former minister for the 
colonies, have apparently decided to join 
Senor Sagasta. Other members of the 
party have attached themselves to Senor 
Silvela, so that the dissident conservative

With the Natives in the Philippines if 
Possible Te Do So, 


BUT PEACE TREATY MUST BE RATIFIED 


Before Aguinaldo Can Be Forced—Sen- 
ator Lodge Says Filipinos Will Be 
Treated Like Cubans, with 
an Ultimate Guarantee 
of Independence.

January 10.—(Special.)—The 
committee on foreign relations will 
act favorably upon the peace treaty at 
its meeting tomorrow, and the members 
of that committee who have special control 
of that ineasure hope to secure its ratifica- 
tion at no very distant date. Senator Frye, 
who is one of the most practical, as well 
as one of the most forceful memberg of 
the body, and who, as one of the peace 
commissioners, takes the greatest interest 
in the fate of the treaty, has made a poll 
Which satisfies him of its ratification. It 
has not yet developed, however, how much 
of a play for delay will be made by the 
few people who arefgoing to vote against 
ratification, and until it develops § it 
cannot be said when the vote will be taken 
in executive gession. - 

Prompt Action Is Wanted. 

The president makes no concealment of 
the fact that he would like to see prompt 
action, although he is always careful to 
refrain from anything that can be con- 
setrued into meddling with what is the bus- 
iness of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernn@ent. The reason for this anxiety was 
made manifest at today’s meeting of the 
cabinet, at which the possibility of a clash 
with the Filipinos was discussed at some : 
length. The president is very anxious to 
avoid a clash with the natives, under any 
circumstances, but especially at this time, 
before the sovereignty of the United States 
has been formally assumed by treaty rat- 
ification, As it stands, things may be 
said to be very much up in the air and 
this condition is being used as an argument 
for prompt action, 

There can be no question that the condl- 
tions in the Philippines are critical and 
that a clash with Aguinaldo’s men fa 
among the strong probabilities. There is 
a strong feeling among administration of- 
ficials that the F‘lipino chieftain is bent 
on fomenting trouble and that he ts work- 
ing under the inspiration of some other 
nation. Of course nobody will charge thia 
out loud, but his actions are regarded .as 
another link in the chain of evidence of 
Germany's unfriendliness: and this gov- 
ernment js not in a position to force Agui- 
naldo’s hand until the treaty {s ratified. 
As to the policy of the administration to- 
ward the Philippines in the future, those 
close to the president are constantly giv- 
ing assurances that hig idea is to treat 
the Philippines just as we are going to 
treat Cuba, 

Senator Lodge, of Massachugetts, who {s 
always close to the president, espectally 
in foreign matters, told me today that his 
understanding of the administration’s pur- 
poses is that these islands in the Pacific 
are to be treated just as Cuba is and that 
there will be the same guarantee of ultl- 
mate jndependence; but there are strong in- 
fluences favorable to permanent annexa- 
tion, and after the treaty is ratified con- 
gress will, in all probability, express ita 
views in favor of ultimate independence, 

Looks Bad for Matt Quay. 

The decision of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania in the Quay cage is regarded 
here aS meaning that the chances are 
now against the re-election of the famous 
republican boss. Pennsylvanians, who un- 
derstand all of the phases of politics in the © 
Keystone state, are predicting that Quay 
will be defeated and that Chrig Magee 
will be his succassor. This prediction 
comes from Quay men as well as anti- 
Quay men, and those closest to the senator 
say that he realizes more than ever before 
that he has the fight of hig life on his 
hands. The politicians figure {t that a 
good many republicans, even some of those 
who went into caucus, will refuse to vote 
for Quay until he has stood trial and se- 
cured a vindication from the courts, This 
is not possible before the time set for the 
election of United States senator. If Quay 
had not made the play for delay by an 
appeal to the supreme court for a writ of 
certiorari he would have been {tn better 
position before the legislature than he 
is Now that that appeal hae failed. 

Magee is regarded as the successor be- 
cause while he was shrewd enough to go 
into the caucug which formally nominated 
Quay, he had his HNeutenants on the outside 
carefully cultivating all of the anti-Quay 
votes and wil) profit from both ends,

GOEBEL GETS THE WORST OF IT 


KENTUCKY’S DEMOCRACY SUS- 
TAINS DUNLAP’S RULING. 


‘Author of the Famous Election Law 


Is Turned Down by State Cen- 
tral Committee. 


Lexington, Ky., January 10.—At a meet- 
mg of the state central committee of the 


democratic party today the first blood of 


the campaign was drawn by the opponents 
of Hon. William Goebel, Kenton county’s 
senator, author of the famous Goebel elec- 
tion law passed by the last legislature. 
Today's fight was as to whether the state 
committee would sustain the action of 
Chairman John L, Dunlap, of the Louis- 
ville city central committee. That gentie- 
man ‘had ousted Messrs, Huggins and Mc- 
Kay from said committee and had substi- 
tuted Messrs. Hess and Wright. Senator 
Goebel desired the state committee not to 
uphold Dunlap’s action so that he might 
substitute for Hess and Wright, who are 
against him, men who are “straight out.” 
Major P. P. Johnston, chairman of the 
state central committee, cast the vote 
which decided today’s issue. : 
There were six for and six against sus- 
taining Dunlap’s action, which gave John- 
ston an opportunity to take revenge on 
Goebel, who, it is said,, desired to handicap 
Johnston’s powers, and he did it. 
Anti-Goebel men say it means Goebel’s 
destruction politically, while his friends 
claim he will recover from it. It certainly 
means that he loses the entire vote of 
Louisville in ‘his candidacy for the demo- 
cratic nomination for governor, and it is 
said he cannot possibly be nominated with- 
out that vote. His ultimate aspiration is 
the United States senate.

War Investigating Committee Hears’ 


Quality of the Beef Discussed. 

Washington, January  10.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Gallagher, of the commissary de- 
partment, who was in charge of the com- 
missary depot at Shafter’s headquarters 
before Sanitago, reappeared before the war 
investigation commission today. During 
his incumbency he said he issued about 
380,000 pounds of refrigerator beef. It was 
‘carefully inspected and was all fine meat, 
He was now issuing meat for about 20,000 
men at Augusta. It was good meat and 
he should decidedly recommend the contin- 
uation of this class of beef. 

Captain James C. Read, commissary of 
su xsistence in the volunteers, who served 
on the transports Massachusetts and Mo- 
bile, described in detail his experience 
on the Massachusetts, which delivered a 
large cargo of refrigerator beef to Porto 

‘eo and Santiago. It was of fine quality 
and was perfectly good so long as witness 
had anything to do with it. Asked if he 


had had any official complaint about the 


beef while in Porto Rico, he said all that 
was said to him on that line was by Gen- 
eral Miles at the latter’s headquarters on 
August 4th and 5th. 

“TI spoke to General Miles,”’ said the wit- 
ness, “about the presence of beef on the 
ship. He said: ‘Il understand that beef 
is not good. Do you xnow that it is” I 
replied that I thought it was good. ‘I un- 
derstand,’ replied General Miles, ‘that it is 
mot good, and I can secure right here all 
the native beef I want.’ That was all.”

ELLERBE SENDS 
IN HIS MESSAGE 


Governor of South Carelina Makes Some 
Sugsestions. 


HIS VIEWS ON LYNCHING EVIL 


Law Can Be Relied on To Punish All 
Offenders. 


SAYS COUNTIES SHOULD BE HELD LIABLE 


When a Lynching Occurs the Heirs of 
the Victim Should Be Allowed 
To Enter Suit. 


Columbia, S. C., January 10.—(Special.)— 
The South Carolina legislature convened 
in annual] session here today at noon. Most 
of the new members were in their seats and 


listéned attentively to the reading of the | 


governor’s annual message, which is one 
of more than usual interest on account of 
the utterances of the chief executive on 
the subject of lynch law, and in regard to 
the vexed liquor problem which has been 
agitating the minds of the people of this 
State for some years to the interest of the 
whole country. The following are the es- 
sential portions of the governor’s message: 

Governor Ellerbee’s message first touches 
upon the financial condition of the state, 
and shows that in order to make ends meet 
the treasurer has been put to the necessity 
of making overdratts for small amounts 
upon the depositories of the state. In this 
connection the message recommends that 
either the appropriations be reduced or the 
tax levy be raised, 

Biennial Sessions. 

Biennial sessions are next discussed. Says 
the governor: 

“Each session of our general assembly 
costs about $50,060. We have tooe much 
legislation,and consequentiy too many laws. 
Biennial sessions, lmited to forty days, 
would be ample for due consideration of all 
matters pertaining to legislative business. 
1 therefore recommend taat an amendment 
to the constitution of the state, looking 
to the establishment of biennial sessions of 
the general assembly, be submitted to the 
people. Members of the legislature wopid 
then be selected for a term of four years. 
This very desirable action on the part of the 
cae would result in a saving of $25,000 a 
rear. 

In the next place the message calls atten- 
tion to the importance of some enactment 
looking toward the correction of certain 
evils which have sprung up in the business 
of the courts, due largely to the lack of 
proper adjustment between the circuits. In 
this connection the message recommends 
the appointment or election of commission- 
ers to consider the matters relating thereto; 
said commissioners to be composed of the 
attorney general and the circuit judges, and 
to meet not oftener than five years, 

In Regard to Mob Law. 

On the subject of lynching the message 
employs this language: 

“In new settiements it is something 
necessary to use this method as a heroic 
remedy, for the ruthlessness of desperadoes 
and scourges of society. But this is always 
in new communities, before the iaw has had 
time to become established and confirmed. 
We have no such pretext for the demoraliz- 
ing savagery that breaks out now and 
then in our state. We have the law, witn 
all its agencies and sanctions, and it .can 
always be relied on to guard and punish, if 


we will but back it with public contfidence™ 


ahd sustain it by an enlightened public 
opinion. If, however, we suffer it to be 
disregarded and distaonored by riotous and 
irresponsible mobs, we shall find the lamp 
of justice become a firebrand of lawlessness 
and her protecting sword an assassin’s 
dagger. Remedy suggests itself; see to it, 
as conservators of the peace of the state, 
as makers of its laws, as guardians: of iis 
sacred honor, that its laws are so enacted 
and so administrated that conviction and 
punishment shall follow crime with tne 
certainty that links effects to causes. It 
is possible, it is necessary, in :nere protec- 
tion of society and vindication of justice, 
that a stop be put to those legal quibbles, 
those astute technicalities, tnat  vice-en- 


} couraging dilatoriness in the administration 


of justice, winich tend not so nruch to the 
protection of individual rights as to the 
subversion of the rights of society. The 
officers of the law must be chosen for 
probity and for courage; and it should be- 
come of itself a high crime and misde- 
meanor for sheriff or constables to allow a 
prisoner to be taken by violence from their 
hands, even though his own blood~should 
have to be shed to’ protect the criminal. 
That an officer charged with the duty of 
holding and of protecting a prisoner should 
suffer him to be seized and snatched from 
the hands of the representative of the 
State’s power and sovereignty should con- 
stitute forfeiture in itself of his office, for it 
is confession of indisposition or of inability 
to perform the high duty committed to thim. 
Such officers will never correct lawlessness, 
for they are either in sympathy with it or 
they are afraid of it. As an additional 
measure of restraint, it would be well, and 
Il recommend, that any county in which the 
crime of lynching is committeed shall be 
liable, to the heirs of the victim of the 
lyndhers, in the sum of $5,000, and that 
men who shall be convicted of participation 
in lynching shall be deprived of the right to 
vote or to hold office in this state.” 

The mes%age next touches upon the needs 
of the educational institutions of the state 
and recommends liberal appropriations for 
each of them, Special emphasis is laid 
upon the claims of the textile training 
school which the legislature established last 
year, 

Pensions. ° 

In regard to the matter of pensions the 
message recommends the reduction of the 
fund from $100,000 to $50,000 on account of 
the existence of abuses. Says the governor 
in this connection: 

“One hundred thousand dollars is more 
than the state can afford, and more than is 
required to satisfy the just demands upon 
this fund. This money is now being too 
indiscriminately distributed, with loss to 
the state and with injustice to some bene- 
ficiaries and favoritism to others. Many 
undeserving people are drawing pensions 
from the state, and many needy and de- 
serving veterans are forced to go without. 
The pension lists of this state should be 
purged and every beneficiary cut off from 
them who does not show that he is so 
incapacitated to provide for himself and 
so dependent on his own labor as to be 
evidently a worthy object of this public 
charity. 

“If these necessary measures are taken 
$50,000 will.do more real good than $100,000 
are now doing, and the state will be saved 
wasteful expense, which the needy and the 
worthy will reap, as they were intended 
to on the een, OF this fund. 

“I recommend that the pension list be 
purged, that $50,000 only be appropriated 
for pensions the coming year, and that 
steps be taken to insure the proper distri- 
bution of this amount.”’ 

The message next urgently recommends 
the establishment of a reformatory for 
juvenile offenders. : 

The Dispensary System. 

Lastly the message reviews at some 
length the operations of the state d@ispen- 
sary system and cites the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States con-- 
firming the constitutionaiity of the dispen- 
sary law. Says the governor: 

“There are a great many people who will 
never be friendly to the dispensafy system 
or to any like regulation. Many men are 
opposed to it on principle, some as extreme 
prohibitionists and some as extreme advo- 
cates of liquor traffic. These two widely 
‘geparated camps meet on commof ground 
in their ‘hostility to the dispensary; others 
‘are influenced by political considerations, 
and even by past political prejudices, now 
happily being fast dissipated. The dispen- 
sary law ought to be judged by its fruits 
rather than by motives of political preju- 
dice or self-interest. If these fruits have 
not been hitherto altogether of the kind 
or quality that its friends still. hope to see 
it bear, there is yet sufficient promise to 
ask that this tree, which has 1 almost 
uprooted and blasted by the blight of 


|

judicial interference, shall now be given 
opportunity to show what it can bring 
forth under fostering and friendly influ- 
ences. I beg to remind you that at the 
beginning of my term as governor, I rec- 
ommended and urged this poiicy, and I 
have seen no reason to change my opinion. 
The law has never had a chance hitherto 
to show what !t can do, but now, since 
there is no longer any question ‘as to legal 
limitations or powers, we are free to ad- 
dress ourselves to perfecting and improving 
the system. ! 

‘Turning now to the practical considera- 
tion of the dispensary, I do not think 
whisky should be sold in any county where 
a majority of the people favor prohibition. 
I, therefore, recommend the submission of 
the liquor question to the qualified electors 
of each county; that each county may vote 
as it prefers. Any county, however, that 
votes for prohibition should be made to 
bear all expenses of enforcing the prohib- 
itory law: and such county should not re- 
ceive any of the profits from the dispen- 
sary. 

‘“‘As governor, I have ha@ little or no 
authority in connection with the adminis- 
tration of the dispensary Iaw, and no 
power of restraint or direction over it; and 
yet I have been held responsible by the 
people at large, and by my enemies in 
particular, for the mistakes and shast- 
comings of its management. Responsibill- 
ty without authority is a most unpleasant 
and unjust burden; and while I do not seek 
additiona] responsibilities in connection 
with the dispensary, I submit that justice 
and fairness make it necessary either to 
relieve the governor absolutely of all con- 
nection with this institution or else give 
him some potential voice and influence in 
its affairs.’’ 

After making some pertinent changes in 
the minor details connected with the prac- 
tical operations of the dispensary system, 
the message recommends the enlargement 
of the powers of the state board of health 
in order to suppress epidemics and the 
importance of economy in the expenditures 


of the government. 


NORTH CAROLINA LEGISLATURE. 


Resolution Providing for Election of 
Senators by Vote of the People. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 10.—(Special.)— 
A bill was introduced in the lower house 
of the legislature today to allow exemp- 
tion from taxation for a certain period 
to manufacturing estaWishments which 
locate their plants in North Carolina. 
There was a lively debate on a Dill to re- 
peal the fusion law, whick requires all 
bank and railway officials, and directors 
and officials of other corporations, to take 
and file caths to supncrt the state consti- 

tution, but the Lill failed to pass. 

Bota the senate ang house unanimously 
adopted a resoiution declaring that sena- 
tors shoul be voted for directly by the 
people and calling on senators ard rep- 
resentatives iu congress to use al! possi- 
ble. meuns to have such an amendment 
Submitted to the legislatures of the var- 
ious states.

COLORADO HAS NEW GOVERNOR. 


Inaugural Address Recommends In- 
heritance Tax and Other Changes. 

Denver, Col., January 10.—Charles &. 
Thomas, democrat, was inaugurated gov- 
ernor ef Colorado today, tihe oath of of- 
fice being administered by Chief Justice 
Campbell. The governor then delivered 
his inaugural address, at the conclusion: of 
which the other state officers-elect were 
sworn in.

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BIG REWARD WAS OFFERED 


Train Robber Asserts That Kennedy 
Took Part in the Hold-Up. 


SOME OF THE BOOTY HAS BEEN RECOVERED 


Missouri Officials Running Down the 
Men Who Robbed a Train at 
Macomb Last Week. 


Kansas City, Mo., January 10.—John Ken- 
nedy, often suspected of train robbery and 
twice tried for that offense and now under 
indictment for the murder of Emma Schu- 
macher, a grocery woman whose, store he 
helped rob, was arrested in this city today, 
charged with complicity in the robbery of 
the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis 
passenger train, which was held up near 
Macomb, Mo., last Tuesday nigtht. 

Kennedy’s arrest occurred two hours after 
a detective agency had flooded the city with 
handbills offering $500 for his arrest. The 
reward was offered jointly by the railroad 
company and the Southern Express Com- 
pany, whose through safe was dynamited 
by the robbers. Kennedy had just returned 
to the city and his lawyer claims he had 
been to Texas tO place a mortgage on his 
farm there. The police say he came to see 
@ woman to whom he is engaged. 

Five men are now under arrest at Mans- 
field, Mio., for complicity in the Macomb 
robbery and the officers say three of them 
have confesse@d and in their confessions 
told that Kennedy was the organizer and 
leaders of the robbery. 

One of these men, known as Jennings, is 
believed by the officers to be the old-time. 
train robber, Bill Ryan, who was a mem- 
ber of the famous gang of outlaws led by 
Jesse and Frank James. At Mansfield, to- 
day, a roll of bills amounting to $284 was 
found sewed in Jewnings’s clothes, 

Another of the robbers, Elmer Byrum, 
told the Mansfield officers today where they 
could find $500 in money and two watches; 
which the robbers had hid, and the booty 
was recovered, 

Kennedy was out on bond in the Schu® 
macher murder case. He was twice tried 
for leading the Alton robbery at Blue Cut, 
near here, in 1896, whgn $32,000 was secured. 
The first jury disagreed and the second 
returned a verdict of acquittal. At the 
time stories of perjured witnesses and 
bribed juries were common, 

Jesse James, Jr., a son of the noted ban- 
dit, with whom Bill Ryan made many a 
raid, will be tried here on next Monday on 
an indictment, charging complicity in the 
robbery on a Missouri Pacific trdin at 
Leeds, Mo., last September. Kennedy and 
young James are good friends.

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for liberty. This sentence has been a pillar 
of fire by night and has stirred the hearts 
of the oppressed all over the,world. In the 
light of this sentence thronés have fallen 
into dust and the foundation of republics 
have been laid. 

You ask for expansion. See how we 
have expanded in the time since this 
sentence was written. Not only have 
republics started up in place of mon- 
archies, but monarchies have themselves 
gradually broadened into constitutional 
geovernments, getting nearer and nearer 
to the voice of the people. Our own was 
the first great republic, and in the better 
and broader sense our flag floats from 
the dome of every republic. 

“From Brazil to Nicaragua and Venezue- 
la, the brave republican flag is floating. It 
may not be starred and striped like our 
own, but it is born of the spirit of our 
spirit wherever it floats, and.it breathes 
defiance to the monarchies of the world, 
because our flag is in our sky and because 
Monroe doctrine is written forever in the 
hearts of the peuple. 

“The other day when the distinguished 
senator from Massachusetts (Hoar) asked 
the senator from Connecticut (Platt) what 
he was going to do with this sentence, that 
‘all just powers of government are derived 
from the consent of the governed,’ he an- 
swered: ‘From the consent of some of the 
governed.’ 

“Mr. President, when any great cause 
which is agitating the minds of the people 
needs for its defense such shallow and un- 
American evasions as this, that cause will 
not live long in the minds of intelligent peo- 
ple. We cannot amend that sentence now 
and when we all shall have mouldered in 
forgotten dust this sentence will live and 
continue to burn, a menace to tyrants and 
a beacon of hope to the down-trodden and 
the oppressed. 

The Filipinos is beginning to treat 
with us as to his own land; he acknowl- 
edges our gallant services; there is no 
honest commercial treaty that an honest 
nation could ask that they are not will- 
ing to consent to. 

They want liberty as we @id, and when 
Seventy million people have heard their 
cry for merey and independence the father 
in New England will piead for the father 
in Manila, the mother in Illinois will pray 
for the poor mother in the islands of the 
sea, the fathers will vote as the mothers 
pray, the poisoned views of selfishness will 
have had its run, and God help the party 
that urges war on the native who defends 
only his liberties and his home. Ah, Mr. 
President, have we got to fight and plead 
for these people as we did for Cuba? Are 
we to hear Aguinaldo and his followers 
called robbers and cut throats as we heard 
of the brave Garcia and his followers with- 
in the last twelve monghs in this chamber? 
Why not make them our friends forever 
instead of our enemies? Why _ stingily 
withhold the jewel of independence? Why 
not finish this war as we began it—for hu- 
manity’s sake? Why not with a free and 
open hand give to them what we have 
promised to give to Cuba? Then we have 
kept our promise; then have we bound 
them to us by bands stronger than steel, 
and then can we answer the slanderers -of 
Europe, who called us land-grabbers. 
Pointing to Bedloe’s island we can say: 

‘See the ltberty cap is not a crown: 
see the goddess has turned on the pedes- 
tal with searchlights over the continent: 
so ten thousand miles across the water the 
seed sown at Concord has taken root there 
and flaunts its defiant flag of self-govern- 
ment at the very portals of the orient.’ 

“That we have so far assisted the Philip- 
Pines and are entitled to fair treatment 
from them is true; that by taking posses- 
Sion in stress of war of a part of the 


islands and driving the Spantardas out has yp 


placed certain responsibilities upon us can- 
but I contend that there 
Is no more right or necessity of govern- 
ing the Philippines than of our govern- 
ing Venezuela, Brazil. Nicaragua or any 
other South American state without the 
consent of the people. 

Certainly, we have no more right to 
govern the Philippines than we have 
Cuba. There ts no such thing as teach- 
ing theart of self-government with a 
mauser gun. There ts but one wav to 
learn the art—that is through the gate 
of responsibility and along the rough 
and rugged road of experience. 

“But distinguished gentlemen who claim 
& monopoly on patriotism, who do not 
seem to observe the difference hetween ex- 
pansion and explosion, say that we who 
believe in getting the consent of the gov- 
erned before we govern them want to give 
the Philippines back to Spain. Every one 
who makes the statement knows that we 
want nothing of the sort. Mexico was in- 
vaded by the French and we said to them: 
‘Go, it is covered by the Monroe doctrine.’ 
France withdrew her troops and the brave, 
struegling republic is climbing up the scale 
of civilization slowly but surely. That 
the expansion I believe in. That is 
imperialism that Monroe taught us.” 

Referring to the statements that the 
Americans intended to give the Philippines 
liberty, Senator Mason gaid: 

“How is liberty to be established? Is 
it to be done hypodermically with a thir- 
teen-inch gun? Are not our men and ships 
lying off Iloilo? Did not the natives who 
have been our allies drive the Spaniards 
out? Are they not in possession of their 
land? Their own homes? Are they guilty 
of any crime except the love of home and 
country? Having worn the Spanish yoke 
so long do you wonder at their fear of 
us? Shall we slay them and burn their

‘homes because God Almighty has planted 


in their hearts the sweet song of Liberty? 
Forbid it, Almighty God, 

“But, Mr. President, we are told that 
we must civilize them; which part of 
our civilization shall we give them first?

The present plan, which has been adopted 


by the war department, has met with the: 


satisfaction of every one. The negroes will 
no doubt leave as soon as they are turned 
loose. Two companies will be mustered out 
in one day and then an interva! of several 
days will be allowed to elapse before any 
more are discharged.

It Is Said Both Parties Were Drinking. 
Curry Claims He Did His Duty 
as a Provost Guard. 


Savannah, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Private Leo Reid, battery I, Second United 
States artillery, was shot and killed about 
10 o’clock tonight in a dive in the northern 
part of the city by Lieutenant Frank Z. 
Curry, of the Third Georgia regiment, who 
is on provost guard duty with his com-

saloon, on River street, where it appears 
that both of the men had been drinking. 
It appears that Curry, after a few words 
with Private Reid, asked him for his pass. 
Reid turned and started to’run. Reid had 
not gone ten feet before Lieutenant Curry 
pulled his pistol and shot him in the back. 
Reid was taken to the hospital and died 
within a few minutes after reaching there. 

Curry claims that he shot Reid in the 
discharge of his duty ag a member of 
the provost guard, but, according to the 
statements of witnesses, the shooting took 
place as stated, Reid running after being 
asked for his papers. 

Curry gave himseif up to Lieutenant 
Steiner, of the Third Georgia, and was 
placed in confinement by Major Cohen, 
provost marshal, who will prefer charges 
against him and a court martial will fol- 
low. 

Lieutenant Curry is from Jackson, Ga., 
wife and two children:

A report just submitted to Secretary 
Gage by Hon. Robert P, Porter, special 
commissioner appointed to investigate 
the economic and industrial condition of 
Jamaica, with reference to its applica- 
tion to the island of Cuba, must ineyit- 
ably give rise to confidence in the bright 
— ‘awaiting the“ ever-faithful 

Mr. Porter explains that in comparing 
the conditions in these two islands, the 
difference in population must be taken 


In Jamaica not over 15,000 of the 700,000 pop- 
ulation are white. In Cuba a majority of 
the people are white. The census of 1887 
showed 1,102,889 white and 528,797 colored. 
That half a century of British rule tn Ja- 
maica has improved these people, nearly 
all of whom were’ slaves when the work 
Was begun, is self-evident. 

Now comes one of the most important 
portiong of the report, and the one 
which warrants the belief that under 
an enlightened rule, stich as afforded by 
a home government under the friendly 
guidance of the United States, the de- 
velopment of her industries and people 
will be restrained only by her natural 
and moral bounds. On this question, 
Mr. Porter speaks as follows: 


Cuba, under such a government es Eng- 
lan@ thas given Jamaica, in all reasonable 
probability would have numbered at this 
time a population of from four to five 
millions, a greatly increased commerce, di- 
versified industries, magnificent main and 
parochial roads, an adequate railway sys- 
tem and a degree of prosperity and civili- 
gation far in excess of that which the 
United States officials found confronting 
them when they took possession of the 
island. 

To be sure, England has not made Anglo- 
Saxons of these people, but it has: made 
peaceful, law-abiding and in the main self- 
respecting citizens of them. The number 
of the holdings in the island is 92,979, of 
which 31,924 are under ten acres each. In 
the last ten years the number of savings 
bank accounts ef the amount of $25 and 
under has nearly doubled, and during the 
ten years 1881-1891 there was an increase of 
30 per cent in the number of persons able 
to read and write. 

In addition, the special commissioner 
gives expression to another leading con- 
sideration in the agricultural pursuits 
of the island, that of diversification in 
crops. He sets forth that for many 
years the full possible development of 
Jamaica was stunted by the fact that 
the planters of the island confined them- 
selves to the one staple of sugar. Under 
the advice of the royal commission, they 
are beginning to introduce other lines, 
such as bananas, coffee, oranges, etc., 
and that within a short time, compara- 
tively, the beneficent results of this 
wise policy will be plainly manifest. 

- This report should be a_ source of 
wholesome encouragement to those who 
look with interested anxiety on the fu- 
ture of Cuba, and at the same time fur- 
nish a valuable lesson for the prospective 
rulers and governors of the island. 


‘Legally Enforced Temperance. ; 

A law which is shortly to become ef- 
fective in Germany, with all due apolo- 
gies, is worth all the solemniy-sworn- 
and-easily-broken oaths in. the world. 
Through its agencies the drunkards of 
the Faderland will be deprived of their 
liberty, temporarily, and made state 
wards until such time as anti-alcoholic 
treatment shall enable them to conquer 
the love for the bottle imp. 

This will be, in all probability, the 
first instance of legally enforced tem- 
perance in the world’s history. True, 
prohibition laws of various degrees of 
comprehensiveness and rigidity, have 
been enacted in nearly every state in the 
union, and in many of the old countries. 
But there were always numerous loop- 
holes through which the habitual tippler 
could conveniently crawl, and he would

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| the evil by decreeing that when bibulous 


reaches the stage of irresponsibility 
h all be cured of his insobriety at the 
ex e of the state and returned to so- 
ciety omce more a respectable member 
of its decent ranks. 

The disadvantages of this system are 
almost as apparent as its strong points. 
One of the first ones of the former which 
would suggest itself to the casual observ- 
er would be the task of deciding when a 
man might properly be qualified as a 
helpless inebriate. The German defini- 
tion of a drunkard is a man ‘who, in 
consequence,of inebriety, cannot pro- 
vide for his affairs or brings himself or 
his family into the danger of need or 
endangers the safety of others.” 

To be sure, there will be a certain 
class of criminals who will readily avail 
themselves of this source of immunity, 
as they now do the asylum for the in- 
sane. Other shiftless customers, will be 
only too glad to aecomplish two ends by 
chronic intoxication; that of satiation of 
appetite and the qualification for en- 
trance into a free state institution. 

On the other hand, the definition of 


drunkenness given above would cause 


contempt for the slaves to this habit to 
increase to a more wholesome degree 
and discourage excessive indulgence lest 
it rob the devotee of that last remnant 
of self respect and homage from others 
which every man, no matter how de- 
praved, cherishes as the distinguishing 
mark of independent manhood. On a 
thorough consideration of the different 
phases of the question, the advantages 
probably outweigh the disadvantages, 
but what is possible in Germany would 
be difficult of performance, to say the 
least, in a country whose institutions, 
like ours, are so radically opposed to 
those of Europe. At the same time, the 
idea thus suggested is worth considering 
and may eventually lead to a lessening 
of this national evil. 
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The Passing of Flanagan. 

The passing of Flanagan, now that the 
courts have virtually done with him, ex- 
hibits some of the weakness which is 
attached to criminal trials in Georgia. 

Here was a man sensible enough to be 
allowed his liberty of action. No move- 
ment was ever made to deprive him of 
it previous to the crime which is laid to 
his charge. He was considered as sane 
and as capable of managing his own af- 
fairs as is the average human being. 
Impelled by a brutal passion which is 
common to many others besides himself, 
he committed a double murder because 
of his failure to accomplish his desires. 
Then, as an afterthought, he resorted to 
the sham of insanity, using .the very 
crime which he had committed as an 
evidence of it. This sham was suc- 
cessfully met and proven to be untrue 
upon every occasion in which it has had 
an opportunity to play its part. 

In the course of time, harassed by his 
fight for life, rendered morose by the 
brutality of his crime, his mind has 
broken down, and now the state has 
been forced to’admit that he is not in a 
condition to go totrial. This condition 
ig no doubt an after effect which did not 
exist at the time of the commission of 
his crime, as has been judicially ascer- 
tained. And now justice is to be robbed 
of its effect, because the natural result 
has come with the delay which gave it 
time to grow. 

Under the precedent which is: thus set, 
all a man has to do who contemplates 
the murder of his fellowman, is to ac- 
company it with some extra touch of 
wickedness which will at once furnish 
him with the defense upon which he 
may cheat courts and juries and fight 
off final decision until a broken down 
mentality shall ensue, delay scatter the 
witnesses, or death remove them. The 
opportunities which are thus afforded to 
defeat the state are too many, and should 
be lessened so that there could be,some 
certainty of punishing criminals \who 
violate the law and who only aval to 
a diseovery of insanity after they fave 
satiated their passion. 

A Commendable Policy. 

The principle involved, in Judge New- 
man’s decision in the Oglethorpe county 
peonage case is one which is of deep 
interest to the public, and which will ap- 
peal to the democratic instincts of the 
people at large. Recognizing the ex- 
istence of the authority of the state 
government and the courts under it, 
Judge Newman refused to take juris- 
diction of a-matter which clearly came 
within’ the province of the state courts 
and referred the litigants back to the 
state courts for the settlement of their 
grievances, 

Of late years there has been a growing 
tendency on the part of federal judges to 
encroach upon the jurisdiction of the 
State courts. Upon the most trivial 
pretexts causes have been summarily 
taken away from state courts by federal 
judges who felt that in doing so they 
were increasing their own importance, 
while they were minimizing thé authori- 
ty of the state. Added to this readiness 
of federal judges to push their jurisdic- 
tion upon the slightest cause to its ut- 
termost, there has been a growing dis- 
position among people, who were not 
willing to trust their causes to a jury of 
the vicinage, to have their complaints 
heard before a United States court, 
where the juries are gathered from larg- 
er territories and not always by means 
approved by the people of the country 
affected. 

Judge Newman distinctly ’ disagrees 
with the policy that would wipe out the 
state and establish the United States 
courts as the only arbiter of causes. In 
this action he but reasserts the original 
principles upon which our government 
was framed, that the states have original 
jurisdiction and are competent to try 
all matters coming up between citizens. 
and that the United States court is only 
authorized to take hold of such matters 
under certain plain and _ well-defined 
principles. For taking this view, Judge 
Newman deserves the commendation of 
the people at large.

Our Hat Is Off.

Tent Stoves for Soldiers. 


Ftom The Kansas City Journal. 

Bids will be qnpened today by Quarter- 
master G. C. Smith, of the St. Louis depot, 
for 2000 conical wall tent stoves, and on his 
recommendation the contract will be award- 
ed by Quartermaster General Ludington. 
Not since 189% has the government invested 
in tent stoves. when 1,200 were purchased 
through the St. Louis depot. 

°M a civilian’s way of thinking, the 
army tent stove is most unique. It has 
the form of the frustum of a cone, is con- 
structed out of No. 14 United States 
standard gauge common annealed plate- 
iron, and js in one piece, except the collar 
and the dgor. The aperture for the door 
is six inches high, by six inches wide, and 
the covering is sufficiently large to lap 
over. An A-shaped vent is at the bottom 
of the stove @irectly under the door, and is 
two inches high by three inches wide. 

The general dimensions of the stove are 
as follows: Weight, to top of collar, 
inches; outsidé circumference at bottom, 58 
inches; outsidé circumference *at top, 13 
inches; distancé from bottom of door aper- 
ture to base of gtove, 14 inches: weight, 19 
pounds. The cost to the government for 
those on hand Wag $1.23 each. 

“It is not likely that all of the 2,000 stoves 
will be used at Jefferson barracks,’ said 
Quartermaster Smith. “I think several 
hundred will be ple{ty. The remainder will 
be shipped to other army camps. The stove 
was adopted for (in the army Septem- 
ber 18, 1894, and is by far the simplest device 
that could be used in'a tent.”

[EY SHOW UP SOME HISTOR 


State How’ Stock Formerly Owned by 
Perkins Was Voted, 


SOME FACTS ABOUT ROEBLING STOCK 


The Hearing in*the Case of Perkins 
Will Probably Be Held Next Sat- 
urday Instead of the 21st. 

Mr. Middendorf Was 
Here Yesterday. 


Each day brings new and _ interesting 


developments in the legal fight between the | 


Consolidated and the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. The hearing of the Mitchell street 
case before Judge Candler occurs on the 
2Zist instant. 

The Perkins hearing was also set for 
January 2ist, but it is probable it will occur 
next Saturday, and in the meantime two 
commissioners have beet appointed. 

King & Spalding, attorneys for the 
lanta Railway, will attempt to have 
case heard on this date. They have al- 
ready served notice to this effect on the 
attorneys for the other side. Meanwhile, 
Commissioners McCord and Parry will con- 
tinue to take evidence in the case to be 
submitted at the Perkins hearing before 
Judge Candler. 

This evidence-taking will be continued to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock in the offices 
of Parry and McCord, in Temple Court, Mr. 
Charles Hopkins, who represents Perkins, 
will put Attorney Spalding anu Vice Presi- 
dent Haas, of the Atlanta Railway, on the 
stand to learn something of the recent 
finincial arrangements of that company, 
and the alleged formation of the Atlanta 
City Street Railway Company. The attor- 
neys for the Atlanta Railway will put 
Plaintiff Perkins, T. J. Hightower and J. 
C. Kirkpatrick on the stand to try to as- 
certain something relative to Perkins’s 
ownership of the Atlanta Railway stock. 


Have Prepared Their Response. 

King & Spalding have prepared their re- 
eponse to the bill for injunction filed by 
Mr. Perkins. The bill sought to prevent the 
Atianta Railway from accepting the re- 
cently acquired: franchises from the city. 
The response avers that the franchises have 
already been accepted, that routes have 
been surveyed, poles erected, and other 
steps taken toward the completion of the 
new routes. 

The answer also states that it was wise 
for the Atlanta Railway to apply for and 
accept the franchises; that from a business 
standpoint the improvements will prove 
‘paying investments. The claim that the 
new ventures of the Atlanta Railway will 
injure its stock is denied, it being asserted 
on the other hand that the value of the 
stock will be increased. 

The response further alleges that Perkins

is a “mere dummy in the interest of the. 


competitor of the Atlanta Railway.’’ It 
will also present the following alleged his- 
torical facts with the view to shedding 
some light on Perkins’s interest in the At- 
lanta Railway stock on which he brought 
the suit for injunction. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Atlanta Railway was held October 
10th, of last year, in the Temple Court 
offices of the company. President Amorous 
presided, and told tthe stockholders of the 
petitions of the company then before the 
city council asking for west-side franchises, 
and also of the agreement in those petitions 
to give transfers. Resolutions were adopt- 
ed at this meeting instructing President 
Amorous and the attorneys to push the ap- 
plications before council under these con- 
ditions. 


Perkins Stock Was Represented. 

At the time of this annual meeting Per- 
kins Bros. & Co., of which firm Plaintiff 
Perkins is a member, owned 188 shares of 
stock in the Atlanta Railway Company. 
This stock, however, had been temporarily 
given to W.H. Patterson as security for @ 
loan. John C. Kirkpatrick was also security 
on this loan. This Perkins stock. repre- 
sented at the annual meeting by Mr. Pat- 
terson, was voted in favor of extending 
the lines of the Atlanta Railway Company, 
of giving transfers, and of pushing the ap- 
plications then pending before the city 
council. After this annual meeting Perkins 
sold this 188 shares of stock to the Balti- 
more syndicate now backing the Atlanta 
Railway Company. 

Roebling Stock There, Too.

Summing these facts together, the re- 
sponse gays, it is peculiar that Perkins 
should have his stock voted for the exten- 
Atlanta Railway, that he 
should later sell this stock, and later buy 
a much smaller block of stock on Which to 
file suit against the acceptance of these 
same franchises on the grounds it would 
materially injure his holdings in the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Middendorf Was Here.

Hearing en Appropriation for Atlanta's 
New Federal Building Occurs Friday. 


LIVINGSTON WIRES T. B. NEAL 


Tells Him It Would Be Advisable for 
Atlanta To Be Heard From. 


IS BEFORE PUBLIC BUILDINGS COMMITTEE

Need of New Federal Building Has 
Been Demonstrated—Earnest Effort 
Will Be Made To Secure It. 


Congressman L, F. Livingston telegraph- 
ed President T. B. Neal, of the chamber 
of commerce, yesterday, notifying him that 
the committee on public buifdings of the 
house of representatives had fixed Friday 
for the hearing on the appropriation for 
the proposed new public building for At- 
lanta. 

Congressman Livingston suggested to 
President Neal that it would be advisable 
to have a strong committee of citizens go 
to Washington for the purpose of ap- 
pearing before the congressional commit- 
tee in behalf of the appropriation, which 
is being strongly urged by the energetic 
congressman from this district. 

President Neal went to work immedi- 
ately with the view of sending a chamber 
of commerce committee to Washington, 
and he telegrapred Congressman Living- 
ston yesterday that the committee would 
leave here Thursday at noon, reaching 
Washington early Friday morning. 

“I have not completed the committee as 
yet,” said President Neal yesterday, ‘but 
I have seen some well-known citizens who 
have agreed to go to Washington, and I 
expect to close up the matter at once. I 
have already telegrapheq Congressman 
Livingston that the committee would be 
in Washington on Friday to appear before 
the congressional committee. I am very 
anxious that Judge W. T, Newman, of the 
United States court, should go to Washing- 
ton with our committee, and he fs endeav- 
oring to arrange to do so. Judge Newman 
has been actively interested in a new pub- 
lic building for a long time, and has given 
the question careful study. His presence 
in Washington before the committee would 
be of great service.” 

Atlanta has entirely outgrown the facill- 
ties afforded by the government building, 
and it is absolutely essential that some- 
thing be done. Some time ago an effort 
was made to secure an appropriation of 
250,000 for enlarging the present building. 
This brought up the suggestion of a new 
pubtic building, it being thought that 
congress would make adequate appropria- 
tion for a new building if the city should 
take the present government building for 
a city hall, paying the government a rea- 
sonable compensation for it.

RIGHT T0 ROUTE 


Memphis Firm Goes to the Court To Get 


a Decision. 


ITS ROUTING NOT OBSERVED 
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Carriers Say That Shippers Desire To 
Bring on a Rate War. 


= | 
SIMILAR CASE WAS DECIDED IN GEORGIA 


Supreme Court of This State Held That 
a Road Cannot Be Compelled To 
Issue Through Bills. 


———— 


An interesting suit has been brought by 
a Memphis cotton firm which seeks to 
compel the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Zouis railroad to observe the _ shipper’s 
routing. This the railroad has declined 
to do. 

Cases, similar in some respects, have been 
brought in other states. Here, in Georgia, 
one case was carried to the supreme court, 
which theld that a railroad could not be re- 
quired to issue a bill of iading over any 
particular line. Heretofore, the railroads 
have had the best of the litigation. This 
is an old issue between shippers and car- 
riers. Shippers often insist that their bus- 
iness shall be routed by certain lines, and 
the roads have always denied the right of 
the shipper to say by what lines his traffic 
should move, so long as it was moved and 
safely delivered. 

One point made by the roads in the past 
has been that if there was a hard and fast 
legal rule on this subject shippers would 
often require them to carry freig‘ht yer 
long, round-about routes at needless ex- 
pense and perhaps in the case of 
perishables. Another point was, that if con- 
necting lines were required to interchange 
business, some roads might take their time 
about making settlements. Refusal to in- 
terchange is a great lever with roads which 
have a large freigiht business to deliver to 
connecting lines. 

It is charged by Porter, Deming & Co., 
the Memphis cotton firm, that the 
railroads entering their city have made an 
agreement not to observe the routing of 
shippers, but to deliver cotton to preferred 
connections. In this case, the Memphis 
firm whinted the cotton routed by Cincin- 
ntai and thence over the Pennsylvania, in 
accordance with the wishes of the northern 
spinners. : 

The representatives of the _ carriers 
say that the purpose of the shippers or of 
the spinners in having the cotton routed 
over certain lines is to force the other 
roads to cut the rates. This has been prac- 
tically admitted by cotton shippers else- 
where. The carriers have been advised by 
their attorneys that they have a right to 
deliver freight to preferred connections, re- 
gardiess of instructions from shippers.

FLANAGAN CASE 


IS UNCHANGED 


No Move Was Made by the Attorneys for 
the Defense. 


WILL WAIT UPON THE COURT 


Case May Be Called in February, but 
Trial Not Probable. 


IT 1S BELIEVED HE WILL 60 TO ASYLUM 


Prisoner Remains Quiet and Centinues 
To Fear the Mob, His Favor- 
ite Hallucination. 


There was no change made in the Flan- 
agan case yesterday. The attorneys for 
the prisoner will not make any move until 
the court requires them to act. It is now 
believed that the murderer will go to the 
asylum. Since the court has annognced 
that the evidence in the trial on Monday 
was so much in favor of his insanity and 
that it could not go on with a trial, the 
belief that Flanagan is insane has grown. 

The condition that Flanagan igs now in 
Was predicted by the expert witnesses two 
years ago, when the first trial of the man 
took place. It is said to be an aggressive 
disease and for this reason jt is believed 
that he is steadily growing worse and will 
finally die from the effects of the condi- 
tion of his mind. 

The case will be called again at the 
regular term of the court, if any is held 
in February, but it is probable that by 
that time the prisoner will be in the in- 
Sane asylum. A writ before the ordinary 
cannot be taken out, The laws of Georgia 
prohibits the ordinary’s court from taking 
jurisdiction of any matter that the supe- 
rior court has had former jurisdiction of. 
The last instance of this was in the Alex 
Carr case. He was tried and convirted 
in the superior court. A few days from 
that time a writ of lunacy was taken 
out in the ordinary’s court and the. con- 
demned man was adjudged a lunatic and 
sent to the asylum, thus escaping the gal- 
lows. This law was enacted jn 1897 and 
was introduced into the legislature by 
Representative Slaton, of this county. This 
would have been the route of the Flanagan 
case a long time ago if it had been pos- 
sible. 

Flanagan was quiet yesterday and seem- 
ed unconcerned. He still faars a mob. Mr. 
George Spence, one of the attorneys for 
the defence, said yesterday that no move 
would be made until the court called for 
it. If the case is called again another 
trial will be had if the court thinks the 


-prisoner can assist his counsel in conduct- 


ing his defense. If the court thinks other- 
wise, the sheriff will be ordered to place

Dr. Avary was met at the train upon 
Nis arrival by some of his friends on the 
board cf health, who were pleased that 
he returned in time to take part in the 
reerganization of the sanitary department 
for the Lresent year. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
De. Avary stated that the announcement 
made some time ago that he would resign 
from his riace on the board of health was 
new to him. : 

“ft had heerd nothing of the matter,” 
he said, ‘and certainly authorized no one 
to state for me that I would give up my 
position on tne board. I left Atlanta in 
iil health several months ago and went 
to fot Sr1.ngs in the hope that the cli- 
mate and baths woelld be of benefit to 
my condition. One of my regrets in leav- 
ing at that time was that I would be com- 
pelled to give up active participation in 
the work of the board of health that I 
had always taken. 

“While out of the city, however, I was 
im konsianc communication with mem- 
bers ef the tcard and others and kept in 
touch as far as possible with the work 
of the tcard. 

“fy health has greatly improved by 
the stay in’ Fiot Springs and at present 
I hive no icea of resigning my position 
on the bocrd.”’ 

Shortly after reaching the city Dr. 
Avary paid a visit to the office of the 
board of health, and was warmly greeted 
there by the officials and employees of 
the depar-snent with whom he has always 
been popular. 

He at cnce inquired into the condition 
of affairs and was pleased to learn that 
he hed retuined in time to be present 
and take part in the meeting of the board 
of health, which will be held Friday af- 
ternecn. 

Meeting an Important One. 

The approaching mecting of the board 
of healta will be one of the most impor- 
tant, for many reasons, of the entire year, 
ane it is certain, since the unexpected 
arrival ef Dr. Avary, that every member 
of the beard will be in his place. 

Before any action looking to the re- 
o*ganization of the sanitary department 
and iraprovements in the work of the 
past year can be considered, it will be 
nefessary for the board to Know what 
‘ apprepriation will be made for the depart- 
ment by the city council. The appropria- 
tion wili be agreed upon at the meeting 
of caunci: to be held next Monday after- 
noon, and unti] then the board will take 
‘no action.

The joint resolution of the generai as- 
sembly under which the commission will 
act is an unusually comprehensive one. It 
not only defines its powers, but suggests 


; its work in detail. Mr. Ellis, one of the 
ablest members of the lower house, spent 
some time in drawing up the document, 


which reads, in full, as follows: 

‘‘Whereas, after years of experience, it is 
apparent that the practical operation of the 
present system of tax returns and assess- 
ment in’ Georgia is inefficient and does nut 
meet the purposes of the framers of our 
constitution to equalize the burdens of tax- 
ation upon all classes of persons and 
property; and, 

‘‘Whereas, our present system as a whole 
is inadequate to meet the purposes for 
which it was intended and is not in keep- 
ing with the wisdom, experience, business 
judgment and progressive methods which 
have marked the course of a large majority 
of other states in these matters, and as a 
consequence millions of dollars in taxable 
values are not now being returned for tax- 
ation and much of the property now on the 
digest is returned at an unfair valuation; 
and 
“Whereas, in recognition of this condition 
of this branch of our state’s affairs there 
are more than a dozen measures now pend- 
ing to correct evils apparent im the present 
system; and, 

“Whereas, in every question involving a 
proposed change in the tax laws of the 
state there are considerations of vital im- 
port to every citizen of the state and to the 
commercial and business prosperity of our 
people, as well as questions of constitu- 
tional and statutory law and public policy, 
rendering it of the utmost importance that 
none of these questions be hastily consider- 
ed or ill-advisedly decided; and, 

‘Whereas, it is orscnmgce f impossible 
that the general assembly will, at its pres- 
ent session, already nearly half gone, be

terday Judge Fite took occasion to pay his 
respects to the tax dodger>~ He instructed 
the grand jury to indict any property 
owner found guilty of making false returns, 
and he discussed the tax laws of the state 
at some length. He called the attention 
of the jury to the fact that he had ex- 
amined the tax returns for the year 1858 
in Bartow county and was struck with the 
great inequality that was shown. He said 
that Lewis Allen, a negro drayman, re- 
turned far taxation last year more house- 
hold and kitchen furniture, gold and silver- 
ware, than did a citizen who is said to be 
well worth $10,000, 

He said that an examination of the tax 
receiver's books would show that citizens 
of average means bore the burden of taxa- 
tion, while men of wealth returned their 
property at a much less figure than its 
true yalue. The effect of this was to make 
the honest man pay more than this propor- 
tion of the taxes, The judge charged that 
the man who gave in his property at less 
than what he would be willing to take for 
it would be considered as robbing his 
neighbor, just in proportion to his neigh- 
bor’s failure to do the same. @e cited the 
fact that the law had for some time re- 
quired that all property returned for taxa- 
tion be given in under Oath, but for the 
reason that the law had been ignored by 
the tax receivers and the people over the 
state, the last legislature made it manda- 
tory of the receivers to administer the oath 
to every person returning his property for 
taxation, The man that now gives in his 
poperty, he said, for less than its true 
value can and should be indicted for false 
swearing. 

The judge’s charge made a distinct sen- 
sation, and the result.of his recommenda- 
tions will be watched with interest. Should 
all the superior court judges throughout 
the state follow suit, it might become un- 
necessary to enact any new tax laws at all.

ONE LAST LITTLE STORY OF THE WAR 


BY ROBERT B. CRAMER. 


In his annual message to the legislature | 


of Michigan last week Governor Pingree, 
who is classified in the newspaper almanacs 
aS a republican, but whose public writings 
and utterances are more populistic than the 
populist platform, indulges himself at 
length in his favorite pastime of torturing 
the trusts and macheting the monopolies. 
There is not much in the message worthy 
of special comment, and it is not a docu- 
ment that will occupy the careful attention 
of anybody except the public printer of 
Michigan, who has published large editions 
of the same sort of literature once every 
year since Pingree first broke out; but 
there is one paragraph in it which, for 
originality of thought and utter reckless- 
ness of purpose, out-Pingrees Pingree and 
shows the genius with which he persist- 
ently calls attention to his political antics. 
Here is the paragraph: 

‘The very newspapers, upon whise inde- 


pendence and honesty the people depend for \ 


their instruction on public affairs, have 
combined, primarily to cheapen the cost of 
collecting of news, into a gigantic news 
trust called the Associated Press, which, 
controlled by a few men at Chicago, has 
been able to distort the truth in many 
prominent instances, and to poison with 
such distortion the very fountain of popu- 
lar information.’’ 


The writer has no desire té defend the 
character of the Associated Press as an 
institution, even if that were necessary. The 
New York Sun, the violent leader of the 
opposition press association, remarked 
editorially last Saturday that ‘“‘the Hon. 
Potato Pingree’s recent message. shows 
traees of having been dictated under the 
influences of welsh rarebit and lobster and 
milk,’’ and inasmuch as The Sun fails to 
dignify the accusation further than this, it 
is scarcely necessary for the friends of the 
accused to discuss it. But when the gov- 
ernor of a great state deliberately and offi- 
clally tries to stamp the indiwidua?s in the 
great army of honest thearted newspaper 
men who work for the Associated Press as 
distorters of the truth, ‘“‘‘who poison the 
very fountain of popular information,” his 
rabid words recall to my mind o story 
which, in the best of good nature, I want 
to write for him and for all his sort of

During the thirty days’ campaign before 


Santiago it was necessary for the Associa- 
ted Press’ to establish headquarters at 
Siboney, the little coast town which the 
government used as a base of supplies, 
where the war department established a 
cable station, giving it direct communica- 
tion with Washington, where all except a 
few troops were landed, and where every 
ounce of ordnance, supplies and medical 
stores were put ashore. Siboney had a 
splendid little harbor, and it was almost a 
straight run south to the English city of 
Port Antonio, in Jamaica, so that the news- 
paper tugs were able to keep the world 
constantly informed as to the develop- 
ments of the long seige, in spite of General 
Shafter’s refusal to give them the use of 
the government wire. Every night they 
collected the news brought down by cour- 
iers from the front, and every night there 
was a merry race across the Carribean to 
Port Antonio. 

Sometimes one tug would win and some- 
times another would get in first, but in the 
end it was the Associated Press which 
scored oftenest, partially because it had 
half a dozen boats constantly in service, 
and partly because, under the direct per- 
sonal management of Colonel Charles 8S. 
Diehl, the very best newspaper men who 
eculd be obtained were at work. Colonel 
Diehl did not report the war from his 
handsome offices in Broadway, New York, 
as he might have done, but he went to the 
front, sharing the dangers and hardships 
on sea and land with his assistants, and 
never once asking them to perform any 
duty which he was not willing to do him- 
self. The one purpose which inspired this 
heroic force was to get the news, to get it 
quick, and to get it right. How well they 
succeeded the reading public of two hemis- 
pheres know, and even Governor Pingree 
will thardly accuse Colonel Diehl and ,his 
associates of having ‘‘poisoned with distor- 
tion the fountain of public information.” 
On the contrary, they prevented one or two 
interesting gentlemen known by fame to 
the governor from doing Just that thing. 

Immediately after the tréope began their 
slow, but irresistible advance upon San- 
tiago it became necessary for the Associated 
Press to locate one man permanently at 
Siboney, whose duty it was to receive the 
news from couriers riding down from the 
front and put it in shape for the boats to 
carry to the English cable office. The man 
selected for this responsible duty was Mr. 
A. W. Lyman, of New York, whose cor- 
respondence to the great newspapers would 
long ago have made him famous had his 
name gone with it. He did not have a 
tent for some days, but slept on the beach 
with the sand crabs and the insurgents. 
Then Dr. LaGarde, in charge of the divis- 
ion hospital, gave him a bit of canvas, and 
he set himself up in business with a sign 
made of a barrel stave marked ‘‘Associated 
Press; please wipe your feet,” over the 
entrance. 

He was the best-natured and most unself- 
ish man I ever knew. The wounded began 
to pour into the hospital shortly after he 
had erected his tent, and he did more for 
them than the entire Red Cross outfit. He 
wsed the boats at his disposal to bring ice 
and fruit and tobacco and canned goods 
and clean linen over from Port Antonio 
and Jamaica, and he gave it away to the 
sufferers. Whenever he had anything left 
over he had it taken to the front to the 
“boys” who were gathering the news there. 
One time Colonel Diehl sent him a case of 
Scotch whisky—the. only bit in Santiago 
province—and a few days later the colone! 
happened to drop into the headquarters. 

“Did you get that liquor I sent you?” he 
dsked.

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CLINGING SKIRTS 
ARE THE FASHION 


There was a time when the change of 
fashion brought absolute grief to the thin 
or the fat woman, for what was becoming 
to the one was not to the other. Now the 
up-to-date modiste must be so much of an 
artist that she can adapt fashion to the 
figure, and in some cases “adapt” and mold 
the figure to the fashion. For instance, 
when the present fashion of closely clinging 
Skirts is at hand, and when the thin wo- 
man trembles lest she appear angular in- 
stead of symmetrical, the skillful modiste 
will remedy the effect of angles by—pad- 
ding. It isn’t a pretty word, nor are there 
many women who will acknowledge the 
soft impeachment of “‘pads;’’ and, indeed, 
they needn’t, for they are so well fitted to 
the figure that underneath the soft cling- 
ing skirt in their appearance of naturalness 
they defy the closest scrutiny.

the mercy of her dressmaker, who makes 
a study of her, will find that her gowns can 
be made of the color, material and in a 
style that will apparently diminish her 
avoirdupois. The news that the long, 
clinging skirts and draperies of the same 
order that will come with spring will no 
longer make nervous about angles the 
thin girl, but she will declare that to be 
thin, symmetrical or “willowy” is to be in 
the fashion. 

It is no secret among the dames of fash- 
fon in the gay metropolis that in order to 
carry out the grace of form to be suggest- 
ed in these clinging skirts, heavy =._ silk 
tights are worn. directly under the gown, 
unless_an underskirt of soft silk that will 
cling to the form is pgssessed by Mlle. a la 
Mode. Then this may be worn next to the 
dress skirt over the tights. 

New York women, who are said by some 
impartial judges to be the best dressed 
womens in the world, those of Paris, 
Vienna and London not excepted, have ap- 
proved the long, clinging skirts, and espe- 
cially are they seen at the brilliant func- 
tions of the afternoon, where probably the 
prettiest toilets of the season are seen. But, 
while the New York woman wears the 
most stylish gowns that are to be had, she 
has fewer of them than her sisters of other 
sections of the country; but she buys what 
she has methodically, never getting a gown 
she does not need, even if “‘it is pretty and 
a bargain.’’ 

She never wears the 
any time but in the morning, even

Again, 
coming in after her round of afternoon 
pleasures, she does not Keep on her after- 
noon toilet, lounge around in it till din- 
ner and spend the rest of the evening in 
it, but she puts on a dinner dress or a 
house gown that has been made for the 
house and nowhere else. In this way each 
dress is preserved in its freshness and ap- 
propriateness, and it does not grow ‘“‘seedy”’ 
or “‘worn” before the season is over. 

A wealthy New York girl, writing to her 
friend in the south, gives an interesting 
story of her winter wardrobe,. which was 
designed and made for her by one-off the 
most skillful modistes in Gotahm. 

“For morning and walking wear.’ she 
writes, “I have a severely plain black tail- 
or suit: that is the skirt and coat with 
which I wear my fleece-lined pique waists 
or a silk ®ne. On very cold days I @is- 
pense with the cloth coat and wear my 
Sealskin jacket. My best afternoon tollet 
I wish you could see! It is of pale gray

like the draperies of a statue. It js prin- 
cesse style buttoned from the top of my 
shoulder down to the hem of my skirt, 
with grav velvet buttons, and the skirt has 
a train of a quarter of a yard, and lies on 
the ground all the way round when I am 
standing upright. With it T wear my 
chinchilla cape, which it rather short. ané@ 
a turban of dark red velvet with a trim- 
ming of chinchilla fur and an short gray 
feather on one side. 

“These velvet turbans. fur trimmed,” 
she continues, “‘are all the rage and are 
worn further down over the forehead than 
ever before. But my other afternoon toilet 
—the one I wear on occasions not so dres- 
gy as those demanding my gray gown. Is ef

» The reorganization of the city park com- 
mission took place yesterday afternoon at 
a joint meeting of the new commission and 
the committee of the city council on 
parks. 

The meeting was called to order by the 
President of the park commission, Mr. 
Jacob Haas; and Mr. Charles Northen, a 
new member of the board, was elected 
temporary secretary. 

The board was permanently organized by 
the election of Mr. Jacob Haag as presi- 
dent of the board, and the selection of 
Mr. Northen as secretary. 

Dr. George Brown was unanimously 
chosen vice president of the board. 

For superintendent of the park Mr. Ver- 
noy placed in,nomination the named of Mr. 
H. D. Austir, the present Incumbent, and 
Colonel J. J. Maddox nominated Dr. Camp 
for the position. 

Colonel Maddox moved that the board 
vote by ballot in the election. put Mr. Ver- 
noy strongly objected to the plan on the 
ground that an election of the kind, in 
which the public was interested, should be 
conducted openly. The suggestion of Colo- 
nel Maddox prevailed and the members 
prepared their bailots. When fhe ballots 
were read it was seen that Mr. Austin had 
received six votes and Mr. Camp one, and 
Mr. Austin was declared elected. 

President Haas stated that in the past 
the board that rontrolled the city park 
had proceeded in its meetings without a set 
of rules and he thought it would be hest 
for the board to adopt rules to govern 
the body at once.
